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This  bibliograpl^  is  intended  to  orient  the  student  interested 
in  the  evolution  of  human  behavior  tcirard  the  expanding  and 
diverse  field  of  literature  encompassing  this  field  of  study. 
In  selecting  entries  I  have  attempted  to  represent  the  divergent 
points  of  viei:  that  can  be  found  in  the  literature j  thus  there 
are  entries  representing  views  from  Robert  Ardrey  to  Alexander 
Alland . 

One  of  the  ver^^-  first  factors  that  an  anthropologist  encounters 
TThen  approaching  this  study  is  that  a  great  deal  of  the  liter- 
ature falls  out  side  of  those  sacred  danains  of  which  constitute 
the  majority  of  anthropological  inquiry.  Therefore  one  must 
venture  into  those  alien  areas  of  ethology,  bioloQr,  psychology, 
etc.  This  bibliograpliy  reflects  the  necessity  of  such  an  approach, 
and  should  prove  to  be  grist  for  the  anthropologist 's  'holistic ' 
mill. 

A  number  of  edited  books  have  been  included.  For  the  most  part, 
individual  articles  included  in  these  editions  are  not  listed 
separately. 

The  author  would  appreciate  receiving  entries  that  may  have  been 
overlooked,  or  new  entries  that  would  help  to  keep  this  expanding 
field  somewhat  updated. 
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
